Like many other famous sporting 
events, Goodwood rose frotti Very modest 
beginnings. In 1802 the Duke of Rich- 
mond laid eut @ course on his Sussex 
estate td pfovide for an Afhhual horse- 
race previously held at Petworth Park, 
but with no idea beyond providing enter- 
taittment for the gentry and farmers of 
the neighbourhood, whom he treated as his 
personal guests, The meeting, however, 
attracted the patrohage of Gebdi'ge IV, and, 
more important still, was virtually taken 
tharge of by Lord George Bentinck, by 
whose efforts the prizé-miotiey whs increased 
within a few years from £300 to £25,000. 
Lord George had some notable victories 
there, penérally riding his 6wn horses, and 
created one of the greatest sensations 
Goodwood has ever known. when he 
fnitidunéed t6 his friends that he had 
decided to sell his stud and abandon the 
Tutf.

A CALL TO THE GOVERNMENT. 


From Our ReEporrer. 
NAVAN, Monday. 

\fr. Charles McKenna presided at the 
meeting, at which there was a large 
attendance. 

The Chairman said that the railways 
and steamship companies had made a very 
ig increase in rates and freights on what 
were already over high. He did not think 
it would be fair to the railway companies 
and to all concerned to start a fighting 
scheme, but from what happened recently 
the railway company seemed to have the 
whole thing in their hands. i 

They had started te increase rates at a 
time when, in his opinion, it was more 
dificult than ever for the ordinary farmer 
to live. He had been feeding cattle for 
a long time, and this year he had got less 
gross profit. on his cattle than ever before, 

and expenses had very much increased. 

As a shareholder he said that the rail- 
way company was killing the goose with 
the golden’ egg. Up to this they hail 
heen plucking the goose, but now they 
were going to kill it, and he supposed 
that it was-up to the poor goose to make 
some sort of a fight for its life. Some 
years ago, when the railway passenger 
fares were increased to an enormous 
extent, "buses were started in opposition, 
and now the railway company brought a 
passenger from Dublin to Navan for 
2s. 6d.—as low a rate as ever they had. 
They might also have to squeal about the 
sarrying freights. 


INDUSTRY IN PRECARIOUS 
CONDITION. 

This was a time for nursing and help- 
ing an industry that was in a very pre- 
carious condition. Heretofore they had a 
waggon rate for sheep, but no head rate, 
from Navan to Birkenhead. The former 
waggon rate was £6 13s. 6d. ; how it was 
£8 2s. 6d. There was a head rate for 
cattle from Navan to Birkenhead of 15s. 
10d., but that had now been abolished, 
and now the waggon rate was £8 2s. 6x. 
4 waggon would take about eight cattle, 
so that it meant an increase of between 
ionr and five shillings a head. 

lí they were not able to bear the 
previous burden, he did not know how 
they were going to bear this. People were 
not going to stand it, and steps were under 
veigh to deal with the matter.

Anyone 
who was a railway shareholder knew 
that the profits made were very 
small, and that railway companies 
In order to save themselves, had 
. passed ” dividends. The proper way 
for a railway company, of course, to deal 
with the matter. was to reduce the 
running costs. Anyone examining the 
cost of running railways now knew that 
they were out of all proportion to pre-war 
rates, They were altogether out of pro- 
portion, taking the rise generally in the 
cost of living. Employés of railways, as 
far as he could gather, were far better 
off relatively than they were $re-war. 


Although the price obtained for cattle 
and live stock generally was considerably 
more than before. the war, it was not 
nearly so great, in proportion.to the cost 
of living, as it should be. Consequently, 
taking the very high rates they had to 
pay, the high income tax and high cost 
of foodstuffs for live stock, the high cost 
of labour and the running costs of a farm, 
the profits were gradually diminishing, 
and in many cases they had disappeared 
altogether and they were run at a loss. 
That was a very bad thing for agricul- 
ture, which was the mainstay of the 
country. No doubt. one of the very big 
reasons for that was the very high cost 
of transport. He thought that they 
should make very strong representations 
on the matter and endeavour to bring it 
to a head and ensure that the railway 
companies would reduce their rates 
to a reasonable economic condition. 
(Applause. ) 


A CLEAR UNDERSTANDING. 


Mr. John Leonard, in supporting the 
resolution, said that he had been for a 
long number of years interested in the 
question of transport charges, and -parti- 
cularly since 1912. He had close relation 
with the cattle trade, and had come into 
contact with various transport companies 
and various Governments. He had the 
honour of going on deputations to Govern- 
ments, shipping companies and railway 
companies, and what remained most 
clearly in his mind was that there had 
been a constant and heavy increase in 
charges. Not always was it in the way 
of freight by boat and rail, but there was 
an accumulating high tide of increasing 
charges for food, driving, veterinary 
inspection, tagging, etc. 

The Railway Tribunal sat last year, and 
he was before it, and there was a pretty 
clear understanding that, though they in- 
creased the charges on merchandise, they 
would not increase freights on cattle. 
They went away, if not happy, at all 
events contented. About a month after- 
wards the Tribunal) said that they had the 
right to increase rates on cattle, and, 
having the right, they. proceeded to do it. 

Mr. N. Tully said that the one cure was 
nationalisation of the railways. 

The resolution passed unanimously. 


ANOTHER CONFERENCE SUGGESTED 


Mr. A. Brogan proposed that, if the 
public protest made at that meeting be not 
effective and successful in having rates 
reduced to an economic figure, a conference 
be called of representatives of the Farmers’ 
Union, cattle feeders and farmers of the 
county, and that the conference devise 


an alternative scheme for the transport of 
stock, to take effect from a certain date, 
without further negotiations. with the 
railway company.

The airship R 100 was due to 
leave her base at Cardington at 
3.30 a.m. to-day for Montreal. 

~The Air Ministry last night 
stated that the airship will pro- 
bably follow a northerly’ route 
across the Atlantic, via the 

North of Ireland. 

Elaborate arrangements. have been made 
to supply NN, reports to the airshib 
when she is on her great experimental 
flight. . 

R 100 is bound for St. Hubert Air 
Station, Montreal, Canada, a distance of 
3,242 Statute miles in a direct course, 
with forty-four persons on board. 

As the flight will be governed by many 
conditions, the giant airship will cover 
a much larger distance, and will be at 
least seventy hours in the air. 

The Atlantic has been flown before. 
The R 34 did it in July, 1919, from east 
to west and back again. The German 


repeated the feat last year. 
Practically all these flights were made 
with the sole purpose of testing the re- 
liability and the behaviour of the air- 
ships. 

R100 has a greater task. She has 
already carried out flying trials amount- 
ing to more than 100 hours. What ‘s 
wanted of her is the invaluable data 
necessary for. the development of airships 
for commercial purposes. Her greatest 
task will be the forging of the links .f 
communication. between the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations. 

The airship has proved herself in her 
flying trials; but her Canadian trip can- 
not be recognised as anything but an ex- 
periment. Her construction and design 
were commenced at a time when ‘airships 
were only half the size she is now. Many 
novel. features have been incorporated 
her. 

R100 is flying into the most difficult 
route in the air. She will fly through 4 
prevailing wind and. practically. un- 
chartered meteorological seas.

He was appointed to the command of 
R 100 last. year. 

WingCommander Colmore evolved .a 
scheme during the Great War for combat- 
ing the submarine menace by a system of 
combined patrols of airship, seaplanes, 
airplanes, and surface craft, which proved

Director of the Pompeii Observatory, 
attributed. the recent earthquake, which 
had its epicentre. near Ayellino, to 
internal combustion within the earth, 
which, he says, has gone on for thousands 
of years ever since prehistoric days. -- 

That process, he adds, gradually raised. 
what are now known as the Apennine 
Mountains from the bottom of the séa to 
thousands of feet above sea level... After 
earthquakes of more recent times long 
fissures have been discovered along the 
tops of the mountains at the epicentre of 
the disturbance. The one resulting from 
the Avezzano earthquake in “1915 was 
found to be twenty-eight miles long. '' In 
other words,” says the Professor, -‘‘ the 
disasters are attributable to the. fracture

of the backbone of our Apennine system.’

A GREAT SALE MART. 

The popularity of the Dublin Horse’ 
Show is largely due to the fact that eighty 
per cent. of the horses entered are shown 
there for the first and last time, as the 
event is a great sale mart. This enables 
the Society to annually present the most 
original and greatest Horse Show in the 
world, | 

Although the motor has been displacing 
the horse for transport and haulage pur- 
poses during the past twenty years, the 
following official figures, in periods of ten 
years, for the past fifty years, prove that 
this country is maintaing her horse popu- 
lation in a remarkable degree :— 


TWO YEARS AND UPWARDS. 
1881 


In Ireland there has been a marked 
revival in horse-breeding, and especially. 
those suited for cross-country work. With 
so many of her best half-bred mares taken 
away during the world war, Ireland had 
to begin all over again from. correct 
foundation stock, and to-day the country 
is in a position to breed the best.

Of the exhibits, 601 will be 
Irish-bred made hunters, four years old 
and upwards—the greatest cross-country 
horses in the world 


EARLY ARRIVALS. 


All the horses from the North will 
reach the showyard on Saturday evening 
next, and also horses from long-distance 
stations. A couple of trains: will -carry 
horses to Ballsbridge siding on Sunday, 
while the final lot of horses will reach 
their destination on Monday. Every year 
one observes a growing desire on the part 
of exhibitors to have their stock in the 
showyard two or three days before the 
Show opens, so as to have. their animals 
rested. 

Formerly, it was customary for at 
least two-thirds of the horses to leave 


exhibitors of ~ 


the showyard each evening for stabling 


outside. During the past few years, 
owing to the excellent accommodation pro- 
vided by the Royal Dublin Society, 
hardly .50 horses leave the premises each 
night.

OBITUARY. 


SIR FRANCIS TRIPPEL, 

The death occurred yesterday at Great 
M luchingham, Norfolk, of Sir Henry Francis 
trippel, whose name has been associated pro: 
niinently for many years with the promotion 
of philanthropic movements. Sir Francis, 
who was in his sixty-fifth year, had been in 
fuilmg health for some time. During the 
South Atrican War he helped to raise a field 
jorce fund, and some years later was active 
In promotin? the Union Jack Club, estab- 
iished in Waterloo road, London, S.E., by 
public subscription as a national memorial to 
those who had fallen in the South African 
War and other campaigns. The club, which 
ls open day and night for the benefit of 
sailors, soldiers and airmen when on leave or 
passing through London, was opened by King 
Edward in 1997.’ Since that date the club has 
been considerably extended, bringing the 
number of beds available to 816, as compared 
with the total of 208 when the club opened. 

Sir Francis Trippel, who received: his 
knighthood in 1909; organised the fund cam 
paign in 1907, and also originated and edited 
(he Flag. In 1905 he interviewed “head. 
Inasters of public schools in support of Lord 
Roberts's universal rifle practice movement, 
and- in the year following secured the con- 
tinuance of the United Services College, 
taking charge of the management, He had 
also been proprietor of Richmond (Surrey) 
Military College. Among many other 
interésts Sir Francis was honorary secretary 
cf King Edward VII. British-German Founda- 
tion (United Kingdom Branch). He married 
in 1890, Lillian, daughter of Major William 
Amphiett-Moss, the issue of the marriage 
being one daughter, who married, in 1917, 
Major Herbert Ernest Cumming, M.C., 
Canadian Army Medical Corps. 


MR, R. N. MONTGOMERY.

Montgomery, BAL; A.M.LC.E., ha 
occurred at 10 St. Mary's road, Ballsbridge. 
The late Mr. Montgomery, who was for many 
years Surveyor to the Pembroke Urban 
Council, had been ill for some time.

The total exports of cattle (including 
calves) in the first six months of the current 
year have amounted to 431,100, an increase 
of nearly 34,000, or 8} per cent., compared 
witn the corresponding period of 1929. and 
over 84,000, or 24 per cent., in excess “of 
the five-year average. The rate of export 
has been, in fact, the heaviest recorded since 
1924. There has been little alteration in the 
numbers of iat cattle shipped from Ireland 
in the first half of the last three years, 
although, owing to the relatively low exports 
in 1 to 1927, the total this year to date 
(125,197) has been substantially in excess of 
the average: 

i THE MAIN INCREASE. 

_ The main increase, however, has occurred 
in other descriptions of cattle, which repre- 
sents the total of stores, milch cows, springers 
and calves. The combined shipments of t 
descriptio:s have numbered some 307,900 this 
year, an increase of over 335,000, or 12 per 
cent., compared with the first six months of 
last year, and nearly 68,000, or 28 per cent., 
in excess of the average. The greater part 
of these animals are classified as stores, ex- 
ports of these having been about 241,700 this 
year, or 50,000 more than in the first half 
of 1929, and nearly 40,000 above the average. 
Exports of milch cows have been 23,760 to 
date, which, although little different. from 
tha 22,455 recorded in the opening half of 
last. year, is some 8,500 in excess of the 
average. Springers sent across from Ireland 
have numbered 6,723 this vear, or rather 
fewer than in the corresponding period of 
1929; but a further increase has been re- 
corded in calves, the exports of which have 
been 35,673, against 33,412 in the first half of 
ae year, and the five-year average of 17,279 
only, = 
FEWER SHEEP AND LAMSS. 

Fewer sheep and lambs have been sent 
from Ireland than in the six months ended 
June, 1929, the reduction amounting to 
23,000, or 10 ye! cent., although the total] has 
been about 9 per cent. over the five-year 
average. In spite of the variation in exports 
from year to year, it is noticeable that lambs 
have tended to form an increasing proportion 
of the total exports, shipments of lambs at 
151,848 having represented 71 per cent. of 
this year’s total against a proportion of 62 
ae cent. in 1924. Fat sheep sent from 
reland have numbered 61,835, a decrease of 
some 8,700 compared with the corresponding 
period of last year and over 5,000 below the 
five-year average. In addition, there are 
small exports of store sheep, this year’s total 
of 1,663 having been rather larger than usual. 

MORE PIGS EXPORTED. 

There has been a recovery in the rate of 
exports of pigs from Ireland, and the total 
this year has been, with one exception, the 
heaviest recorded in the period covered by 
the table. The increase compared with the 
first half of last year exceeds 21,000, or 17 
per cent., while owing to the’smal] exports 
in 1925 and 1926 thé current year’s total ex- 
ceeds the average by nearly 60 per cent. The 
pigs sent from Ireland are almost entirely 
fat, exports of stores in the periods under 
consideration averaging about, 35,000. 


RUSSIAN TRADE FOR 
SCOTLAND. 


SOVIET DELEGATE’S APPEAL. 


An appeal for a trade rapprochement 
between Scotland and Soviet Russia was 
made to Glasgow business men assembled 
under the auspices of the Glasgow Chamber 
of Commerce yesterday, by Mr. Saul G. 
Bron, Chairman of the Soviet Trade Delega- 
tion. .“ We do not limit ourselves as to how 
far we are willing to go in making purchases 
in this country,” said-Mr. Bron. Scottish 
steel, iron, machine tool making and boiler 
making industries could participate in the 
industrialisation of Russia, he argued, and 
future collaboration between Scottish and 
Soviet industries could be carried through by 
signing with Scottish firms contracts which 
would combine the placing of orders for the 
equipment of factories and works with techni- 
cal advice and supervision of the construc- 
tion of the factories for which the equipment 
was required. i 

A Soviet commission now in England 
would shortly be negotiating the possibility 
of placing orders for oil tankers, motor 
ships and steamships for carrying timber, 
dredgers, trawlers, cargo and passenger 
steamers. A large programme of orders for 
big ships would also be negotiated, and a 
special commission of experts would make a 
tour of Scottish works shortly. 


THE LORANG CASE. 
a 
FINANCIER’ AGAIN IN COURT. 


The hearing was resumed at the Guildhall, 
London, yesterday of the charge against 
Francis Lorang, director of the Blue Bird 
group of companies, who is accused of 
fraudulently converting £317,000. Evidence 
had been given by Mr. L. Valentine Walters, 
accountant of the Board of Trade, that there 
was no record of the receipt in the books of 
the Blue Bird Motor Company of £56,775 
which the Blue Bird Petrol Company paid 
for pumping apparatus, but a receipt was 
produced for that-amount. An entry in the 
motor company’s minute book purported to 
authorise en A or his nominee to receive 
the £36,775 for use at his discretion. 

Mr. Walters, giving evidence yesterday, 
produced a statutory report, dated June 14th, 
1927. of the Blue Bird Oil Importers, Ltd., 
in which there was stated to be a balance 
of £92,713 standing to the credit of the com- 
pany. On examining the books of the com- 
pany he found that only £6,729 was actually 
standing to their account. The main part of 
the difference appeared to be accounted for 
by cheques (which he produced) totalling 
£88,675, which were shown in a private 
ledger as debited to Mr. Lorang’s personal 
account. 
Referring to the accounts of Blue Bird 
Holdings, Ltd., which was formed to hold 
shares in the other four companies, Mr. 
Walters said that the sum of £454,642 was 
shown as allocated for subscriptions, whereas 
the total received by the company was only 
£88,671. On February 7th there was a cheque 
drawn by M. Piejus íor £2,000, which went 
into Lorang’s private account. On the fol- 
lowing day a cheque for £4,000 was drawn 
by M. Piejus in the same way, and paid into 
Lorang’s account, and there were cheques 
drawn by Lorang personally upon the com- 
pany’s account. 

Lorang was remanded until Thursday. 
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PROBLEM O 
MILK SUPPLY. - 


THE ERADICATION OF 
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r. P. F. Dolan, M.R.C.V.S., Chief 
Veterinary Inspector under the Dublin Cor- 
poration, delivered an important address 
yesterday to the Dublin Rotary Club in 
Clery’s restaurant, on the subject of our food 
supplies,. with . special emphasis on the 
dangers of milk from cows that are affected 
with tuberculosis. : : 

‘Mr. Dolan said that it was absolutely 
essential to the. public health that the 
standard of. our food supplies should be 
raised considerably. | Important points in 
connection with our food supplies were :— 
Prices, freedom from disease carrying power, 
cleanliness, and the ‘understanding of what 
cleanliness means. With reference to our 
meat supplies, improvements had been made 
In récent years, and the general tendency of 
traders was to endeavour to put on sale a 
reasonably sound article. With reference to 
freedom from disease, it. was necessary fo 
have ante-mortem and postemortem  inspec- 
tion, for it was found that tuberculosis im 
cattle and pigs forms the big obstacle ‘to 
efficient inspection; and that if this disease 
were absent in these animals inspection 
would be a much lighter. matter. The hand- 
ling of fruit also was important. sá 

THE MILK SUPPLY. | 

It was to the milk supply and its quality 
that Mí. Dolan. devoted. the greater portion 
of his addvess. 

It is clear, he said, from the work and 
opinions of members of the medical profes- 
sion, in particular those of Dr. Stanley 
Griffith, that milk is an important sóurce 
of conveying bovine tiberculosis to the 
human ‘subject. . 

“ Many people nowadays state that the real 
trouble is that children are not receiving 
sufficient milk. — This undoubtedly is quite 
true, but this state of affairs is not due to an 
insufficient supply, but rather to the fact that 
poor people cannot afford to buy milk. I see 
no reason why the eradication of bovine tuber- 
culosis should decrease our supply, provided 
& rational view is taken of the subject. On 
the other hand, if tuberculosis were 
eliminated, there is every reason’ to ‘believe 
that the amount of milk consumed per head 
of the population would be ree y 

“There are other important reasons for 
delaying, or putting into the background, this 
question of the eradication of bovine tuber- 
culosis;. and they are—the nature of the 
disease, the cost to the State, the failure of 
the agriculturist to recogmse the losses caused 
by the disease. Undoubtedly, the cost would 
be big, but if a serious attempt were made 
now and the question tackled in a ‘proper 
manner, and a certain amount of work done 
each year, then in the future the problem, 
instead of being a big one, would be 
paratively small one. i, 

LITTLE PROGRESS. 

“ “In this country at present we have in 
force the Bovine Tuberculosis Order of 1926, 
and this Order has not made much headwa 

on the Tuberculosis (Ireland) Order of 1914, 
when we take into account the space of time 
that has elapsed—in other words, since 1914 
we have made little or no progress. The 
Bovine Tuberculosis Order of 1926 will never 
eradicate bovine tuberculosis. It gives us 
very good legal power to deal with certain 
forms of the disease, a power which is very 
necessary, indeed ; but we must look to other 
means in addition to this Order to make pro- 


hose that are in close contact -with this 
disease clearly. recognise that. an animal may 
be extensively affected—that is, the disease 
may be in all organs of the body and still the 
animal may retain the normal appearance of 
health, and be in perfect condition, and the 
greatest expert may not be able to detect the 
presence of the disease without special tests 
or laboratory work.. This class of case is not 
rare; on the other hand, it is very common, 
so common that the present Bovine Tuber- 
culosis Order will never make any progress 
in eradication. 4 

QUESTION OF COMPULSIO 

“ If efforts fail to bring about the necessary 
steps in the elimination of bovine tuber- 
culosis, then we must fall back on compulsory 
pasteurisation or sterilisation of our will sup- 
plies. There are some who advotate this 
method of sry 2 with this big question of 
our milk supply, but it should be understood 
that close supervision and expensive plant are 
necessary, and I believe, rightly or wrongly, 
that the money spent on ‘these expensive 

lants. should go to the farm instead, or at 
east a proportion of it. I have no doubt that 
even under the most favourable circumstances 
it will be necessary on economic grounds to 
pasteurise a large amount of our milk. 

‘‘ My ideal, and one which I have had for 
a long time, is that milk should be taken from 
healthy cows, bottled. and put on the con- 
sumer's table without being tovthed by 
human hand.. It is gratifying to note that in 
many places in England this procedure is 
carried out, and that the cows are certified 
healthy, are milked by sterilised machinery, 
and the milk is bottled ; but I am sorry to say 
that the amount sold is nothing as compared 
with the amount of pasteurised and other 
milks.”’ 

HOSPITALS AND MILK. 

Mr. R. H. Keatinge said that it was a 
em thing that only two’ hospitals in 

ublin were ‘being supplied with milk that 
was guaranteed free from tubercle bacilli— 
Mercer's and the Children’s Hospital, Har- 
court street. He. suggested that cows should 
be ‘tested every six months. 

Mr. Charles Jacob said that they should 
support Mr. Dolan in his important work. 
Many reforms were badly wanted, and one 
was that meat should not be exposed on carts 
driven about the city. ms

The inquiry befor: the Northern ‘Bus

JOCKEY’S REMARKABLE 
STORY. 

A remarkable story was told on his arrival 
vesterday in Liverpool, in the liner Adriatic, 
from New York, by James Burns, an 
eighteen-year-old jockey, who had been 
deported from America. Known as Jimmy 
Burns on the American track, he said that 
he had met with considerable success. 

“J was first taken out to Canada by a 
married sister when I was three years old,” 
he said. “When I was eleven I ran away 
from her home and went to Spokane, near 
Washington, and as I looked older than my 
ace I soon got a job at exercising racehorses. 
After two vears of this I went to Tijuana. 
Mexico. and before I was fourteen I was 
riding horses on the race track at San 
Francisco. Then the emigration authorities 
caught me through an accident I had on the 
racecourse. which sent me, along with two 
other jockeys, to hospital. I was deported 
to England. 

‘1 returned home to Newcastle, and at 
the end of two weeks I shipped in a cargo 
boat as a gallev boy in London and 
eventually arrived in Philadelphia. -I went 
on to Miami, Florida, and started riding 
again, but I was unlucky enough to he 
recognised by a jockey, who gave me away 
to the emiecration officials. 

“T was arrested on January 7th, accused 
of entering the country after having been 
deported “I sought the help of a lawver. 
but was kept waiting for three months. hefore 
I. was brought to trial in Philadelphia, 
Sentenced to two months’ imprisonment, and
